There has in the last decade de- 
veloped a definite disposition upon 
the part of political subdivisions 
in the United States to finance 
their capital outlays to a much 
greater extent through current tax- 
es (the pay-as-you-go system), in- 
stead of through the sale of bonds. 
To some degree the widespread 
public approbation of this policy is 
a@ hangover from the psychology of 
the depression of the 1930’s, when 
many communities found them- 
selves saddled with a large and 
cnerous bonded debt incurred in 
the gay and reckless Twenties, 
when the sky seemed the limit for 
everything. 

I have heard officials of both Se- 
quoia and the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary School District (and for that 
matter, of the Golden Gate Bridge 
and Highway District and the City 
of Milwaukee) defend “pay-as-you- 
go” as being cheaper for the tax- 
payer than the issuance of bonds. 
Generally speaking, this argument 
is wrong, for in most cases the issu- 
ance of bonds is actually the cheap- 
er method from the standpoint of 
the taxpayer. The adherence to 
“pay-as-you-go” is a desirable poli- 
cy within limits, but its defense is 
not economy. Its merit lies in re- 
quiring the community to raise 
through taxes now the funds re- 
quired for the expenditures 
posed now, thus curbing extrava- 
gant commitments. 

The argument that it is more 
costly to finance with bonds. of 
course rests upon the fact that in- 
terest must be paid as well as the 
principal of the debt. The 
is the assumption that the use of 
money is worth nothing to the tax- 
payer (than which nothing is more 
fallacy-er), while ignoring the al- 
most certainty of future growth of 
California communities. 

To many taxpayers money is 
worth over 4 per cent, for mort- 
gages on homes seldom carry less 
than that rate. Under more nor- 
mal times taxpayers are in debt for 
automobiles, washing machines, re- 
frigerators, etc. At substantially 
higher rates of interest. We all 
know, and most of us have taken 
advantage of the fact, that Uncle 
Sam pays “four-for-three” over a 
ten-year period, equivalent to 2.9 
per cent compounded semi-annual- 
ly. Now that school districts are 
borrowing for less than 2 per cent, 
it is more expensive for the tax- 
payer to give up money worth at 
least 2.9 per cent than to pay tax- 
es over a period of years for in- 
terest and principal on bonds. 

Financing by bond issue spreads 
the payment of the cost of im- 
provement over a future period of 
years ,thus sharing the cost with 
persons who later construct new 
homes in the district and utilize 
the public facilities therein. Taking 
a concrete example, if Sequoia Un- 
ion High School District purchases 
land for high school sites (needed 
because of the predicted future 
growth of population) on a pay-as- 
you-go basis, then we _ present 
property owners foot the bill, while 
those who later build homes and 
move into the district send their 
children to the new school without 
making any contribution toward 
the cost of the land. 

Next week we will go into the 
mathematics of this thing and see 
exactly how it works in dollars and 
cents.
